TELLING UES BY AUTHOMTY. 

Nevertlieloss and notwithstanding 
tli8 vehement leader in yesterday's 
organ, the situation remains unchang- 
ed. All the garhage tho government 
and its writers can rake up and throw 
will not altei* facts. All tho apologies 
thev may offer for their discourteous 
treatment of tho Dominion Govern- 
ment's proposition last session will not 
offaco tho deep disgrace that attaches 
to them or remove tho impression from 
the public mind that another blunder 
has been perpetrated and that the pro- 
vince, within tho past few days, barely 
escaped a catastrophe — a rupture 
of its relations with the Uominioii. 
" We have said, and wo now repeat, that 
this Government havo agreed to accept 
the Dominion Government's proposi-

Municipal Oounoil. 

Wedxusdat, July 7. 
The council luot at 7:40 p.m. Present: 
His, Worship tho Mayor nncl nil the inein- 
liora of the board. 

Tho minutea of the last regular mooting 
liaving boon ndoptod hiij Worship aaid that 
he desired to call tlio attention of the 
council to what ho considered a broach. of 
privilege. A false report had appeared in 
the iS'faiirfa/Yi with reference to tho- last 
special meeting. Tho report stated that 
tho council liad tlion opposed the imposi- 
tion of a license on clubs consuming 
liquor. Such wan not the case. It had 
been decided to tako tho citj' barristor'a 
advice a.s to tho legality of such . licenses 
and lie liad given it as his opinion* that 
they would bo declared uncon.stitutional. 
This opinitni was supported by several 
other prominent lawyers in tlic city and 
the council had, therefore, considered it 
would bo unfair to tlio ratepayers — after 
being informed of tho illegality of tho 
licenises— to put thonV'to the expense of 
testing tho question iii tho Supremo 
Court; and it was very well known that 
tlio matter would bo tested. A vote had 
conscqnently boon taken as to striking 
out tho clause and itliad beendecidod that, 
after tho opinion of the city b.arristor, it 
would bo useless to retain it in tho by- 
law. No vote, however, had been taken 
on tho principle of licensing clubs. 

Coun. Shakespeare — Tlien I must have 
been dreaming. I am perfectly sure that 
a vote not'to tax club.s was taken and I 
hold that the report in the Stmidard is 
right. 

Tho Mayor — No such thing occurred, 
-'■ and I.am at a loss to 'knmy^^wnp iiiseried 
the item in the paper fis"^ ho reporters 

were presonfc at the meeting. It leads 
the public to bolicvo a lie — to tliink that 
the Council did something that novor 
took place at all, Four of tho councillors 
oflorod to contribute thoir share of de- 
fraying the expenses of testing the club 
■questipp, but Couna. Boyd;; and Shakes- 
. peare refused to do so. ' It was held that 
the Council had no right to fritter away 
the ratepayers' money in litigation when 
they had been previously told what the 
result would inevitably be. 

Coun. Rome explained t liat i t was not until 
after the opinion of tho City Barrister had 
been obtained tliatithad beendeemedinad- 
visabloio retain tho clause in the bylaw. 
There had been no opposition on his or 
Coun McLean's or Conn. Clarke's part to 
taxing clubs,, .as had been represented; 
"but with the legal opinions before tliem 
it would have been folly to keep tho 
clauBO in the bylav/. 

Coun. McLean supported the state- 
ment of the Mayor and remarked tliat tho 
reports appearing in tho standard were 
generally wrong; but Tha Colonist gave a 
fair representation of what actually took 
place. . ,H.e was surprised that any such 
report as that in the >S<n?irfarrf should have 
emanated from a councillor. 

: Coun. Clarke said it was apparent wlio- 
evcr Inid given tiio information to tho 
paper in question Jiad done so thinking 
to elevate himself in public opinion. 

The discussion having subsided, 

A communication was road from tho 
deputy provincial secretary stating that ho 
had been insti'^ictod to notify tlio council 
that they are luitlinrizcd to sell certain 
parcels of land on tho Bickloy farm estate 
for oemotory purposes. 

On motion of Coun. Boyd it was re- 
solved to defer consideration of the sale of 
tho landi)?v) fern. 

From L. Lowenberg with roforencc to 
the condition of a drain on Mr. Phillip's 
property, Birdcage ^Valk, James Bay. 
Referred to the sanitary com. 

Qoun. McLean presented a petition 
from W. C. Ward and other citizens re- 
siding at tlic upper part of Fort street 
witli roforonce to tho insufficiency of the 
water supply in that locality and asking 
the coiincil to take stops to render it more 
copious and equable. Consideration do- 
forrod., 

,. Coun. .Eonio hioyed that the finance 
cominittee be authorized to negotiate 
witn'th#Bank of British North America 
for an overdraft of S^lo, 000 'to be repaid 
/.by Dec; 31st, 1880. Carried. 

TKo' second reading of tho Sanitary 
. Amendment bylaw, introduced by Coun. 
iBoyd, was postponed until next mooting. 
;, Oqun..McLean said tlnit, without offer- 
ingany remarks on tho provisions of thcSun- 
day bylaw lio would simply move its sec- 
ond reading now. The question had been 
fully discussed already. ■ 

Coun, Monsell would willingly second 
the motion. "Ho observed that a much 
more stringent bylaw had been put in 
forco at Yale. 

Coun. Shakespeare said ho was in favor 
of a Sunday bylaw, but intended to ofTor 
some amendments to that now introduced. 
He would suggest that the hours during 
which, saloons and other businoas^laces bo 
closed'bp'from 12 o'clock .on Saturday 
:iiight^:until 6 o'clock on Sunday evening. 
He would also move an amendment that tlie 



bylaw be not enfol-ced until after tho next 
municipal eleotioc, when the ratepayers 
would be afforded on opportunity of vot- 
ing on tho question. If Coun. McLean 
would accept these amendments he would 
support the second reading of the bylaw. 

Tho Mayor said the proposition of 
Coun. Shakespeare was the most extraor- 
dinary one ho had ever heard of. It was 
something entirely new to dictate to a 
prospective Council what should be the 
nature of the bylaws to be passed by them. 

Coun. McLean approved of Coun. 
Sliskespoare's lirst suggestion, but could 
not accept anysucli milk-and-watcramond- 
mont as the proposition to pass tho bylaw 
and postpone its operation for six months. 
Ho would ask him to extend a nioro man- 
ly and honest support. 

Coun. Manaell was strongly in favor of 
a Sunday bylaw nncl felt sure that a very 
lar^e majority of tho citizens entertained 
a similar opinion. Ho was opposed, how- 
ever, to the proposition to postpone its 
operation as suggested by Coun. Shakes- 
peare. 

Coun. Rome did not think there was 
tho least necessity for any such bylaw at 
all in a community so orderly and peace- 
ful as this. It was apparent, however, to 
him that Coun. Sluakespearo in a round- 
about way intended to oppose the bylaw. 

Coun. Clarke thought tho bylaw should 
bo rejected altogether. Thoy had not 
been asked to pass it and it would be 
time enough'to introduce such a measure 
when tho saloons were reported by tho 
police as being conducted in a disorderly 
manner. At present a more orderly com- 
munity could not bo found anywhere. 

Coun. Smith .said ho never had voted 
for a Sunday bylaw and he could not do 
so now, as ho thought it was quite un- 
necessary in 80 orderly a city as this. 

Coun. Boj'd said ho individually believ- 
ed a Sunday bylaw was desirable any- 
whoro, but as there was such a strong 
feeling against it in this community he 
felt it was Ids duty to oppose tho second 
reading. 

Coun. McLean said he was prepared to 
bow to tlie decision of the council what- 
ever it might bo. In introducing tho by- 
law ho had only done what ho conceived 
to bo his duty and in compliance witlithe 
wishes of liis constituents. 

Coun. Mansoll would move tho inser- 
tion of an amendment toprohibit tho peddl- 
ing of milk after 12 o'clock on Sunday. 

On the question being put the bylaw- 
was roiooted by the following vote: For — 
Manaell, McLean. Against — Komo, 
Clarke, Smith, Shakespeare and Boyd. 

Coun. Smith said tliat in order to af- 
ford an adequate supply of water to resi- 
dents in the high levels of tko city it was 
necessary to prohibit residents on tho low- 
er levels from using tho corporation water 
for other than domestic purposes during 
certain hours. Ho would therefore move 
that all persons residing below tho level 
of Cook street bo prohibited from using 
tho water for watering gardens, or foun- 
tains or sprinkling tho streets between 
tho hours of 9 a. ni. and 4 p. m., subject 
to tho penalty provided in the Water 
Works Act. 

Coun. McLean thought the walor 
should be shut ofl' on the lower levels for 
two hours in theevoningsof.sayjthroodays 
of the week.

CounV Smith said that would bo asking 
too much of the lower level people. 

Tho motion was carried — its operation 
to be tested for a fortnight. 

A warm discussion then arose with re- 
ference to tho disconnection of a pipe 
leading from tho water mains to tho pre- 
mises of Mr. Gray, atair-builder, Govern- 
ment street, 

" Coun. 'Shakespearo said the action of 
tho Water Committee. in tho matter had 
boon sneaking and underhandod, 

Coun". Smith aaid if there liad boon any- 
thing snoakish it must have been Shakes- 
puarian. (Order.) 

Coun. Clarke said the whole thing was 
a tempest -in a'JPa^pot. It was simply' a 
question whether Mr, Gray should be al- 
lowed to use the water as a motive poivor, 
instead of employing hand labor, to the 
detriment of people who wanted tho water 
on tho high levels. 

Coun. ijoyd wanted to know what right 
Coun. .Smith had to disconnect tho pipe 
on'his own responsibilitj'. 

Coun. Smith — 1 did not do so; it was 
disconnected to increase tho pressure of 
water on tho high levels. 

Tho matter liaving dropped Coun, 
Smith moved that tho sum of S200 bo of- 
fered Mr. J. J. Southgate for 7^ acres of 
land near Elk Lake flooded by tho water 
works. Carried. 

Coun McLean moved ■ that a lamp bo 
erected at tho intersection of Quadra 
street and Burdett avenue. Seconded by 
Coun. Rome and carried. 

Coun. McLean moved that tho con- 
struction of a number of culverts and re- 
pairs to streets in various parts of tho 
city bo proceeded with. Ho had made an 
estimate of tho cost of tho work contoni- 
platod, which was as follows: Johnson 
Street Ward, §11C0; Yates Street ward, 
§14-10; James Bay Ward, !i!1400.. The 
money already expended in tho Wards 
during the present year was: Johnson 
street, 81975; Vates street, -9353; James 
Bay §1030. 

Coun. Clarke moved that repairs to 
Pembroke street and Princess avonue bo 
the first work commenced. Tho Council 
had promised to prosecute tho work some 
time since and he asked that the bargain 
bo adhered to. 

After considerable debate on tho ques- 
tion Coun. Shakespeare rose to speak and 
signified his intention of holding tho floor 
for some timo He contended that tho 
Council wore opposed to going on with tho 
streets referred to by Coun. Clarke be- 
cause Johnson street ward had cast its 
vote against the §70,000 loan. But he 
was determined to h.avo the matter settled 
to-night and lie meant to talk till ho car- 
ried his point.

Tho motion was carried by a majority 
of one. 

Several councillors thenrbae io mbvo an 
adjournment, Coua:''°Sh{jEe8pbaro strongly 
asserting that ho was in order and had the 
floor. The motion being carried tho meet- 
ing dissolved amidst excitement and con- 
fusion.

Oaptaia Erundigo'a Report on 
Skoona ZUver Cou]itr7. 



The report of Oaptaitf 'Brundigo, wlio 
passed more thah-a-^ear on the northwest 
coast .of iho' .ptbTmco, ' osaminijig the 
various harbors and tho approaches there- 
to in tho interest of tho Dominion govorn- 
niont, has been published at Ottawa. Ex- 
haustis'o examinations seem to have boon 
made of the localities and after describing 
Ports Fleming, Essington, Motlakatlah, 
Duncan Bay and Port Simpson lie gives 
the preforenco to^the latter. It is the 
most northern harbor of British Columbia, 
and is situated in latitude 54^ 34' N., 
longitude 130° 25' W. It embraces over 
four squaro miles of good water, from 
four to twenty fathoms deop with muddy 
bottom and good holding ground, ahd free 
from rocks and shoals. It possesses great 
facilities for dookagpj 'as tlie four-fathom 
water is found close to tho banks. It is 
ca.sy of access from -sea, having no current 
tide, but moroly rise and fall, well shelt- 
ered from all winds except from tho west, 
whieli here seldom blows. Tho provail- 
ings winds are southwest and nortliwost, 
from the oflbcts of which the harbor is so 
well protected that a little dingy boat can 
bo rowed over it safely in all seasons of _ 
the year. Ships could lio along aide of' 
docks at all times, and would require no 
towage either in entering or going to sea. 
From accurate nioasuroments made 
through a period of three months tho riso 
and fall of tho tides was found to bo as 
follows: ■ Spring tides 23 foot and neap 
from 15 to 10 foot, very regular and 
scarcely influenced by winds. Durinjf a 
residence of four months in tho locality of 
Port Simpson and Chatham Sound, the 
report continues, I did not exporionce six 
hours of fog, and during that period thoro 
were only four parts of days and nights 
in which it would have been impossible to 
see to navigate vessels into port. I havo 
no hesitation .in saying that it is ono of 
tho best harbors I was over in. The ap- 
proaches to tho ha; bor arc generally good, 
that by way of Brown's Passage being 
proforred. By this passage ships may sail 
direct to Port Simjison without tnw.ago or 
pilot if thoy havo a good chart. 

Capt. Brundigo continues; After hav- 
ing mado a Ihorougli examination of Port 
Simpson and its approaches from tho Pa- 
cific Ooean, I may say thoro are few har- 
bors in the United Kingdom' of Great 
Britain and Ireland to equal it. It is easy 
of access, by tho Dixon Channel, which is 
ton miles in widtli at the narrowest part. 
I consider this entrance free from danger, 
with the exception of tho Devil's Ridge, 
previously dcsoribed, which only requires 
a boll buoy to c;uido . the mariner. I 
would rather run through Dixon Entrance 
to Port Simpson on a dark night, as it is, 
than the JNorth Chimnel through tho 
Mull of Cantire and its cuzi'ents, or • St. 
George's Channel from tho Tuskar light 
to tho Mull of Gal way, with all the lights 
and fog signals, and I fail to see on what 
grounds the. naval officers founded tho 
view sot forth in their report, namely, 
"That Rose Spit would always be a largo 
element of danger in using this channol. ' 
Tho spit in question is woU defined, but, 
of course, as with tho beach or rocks on 
any shore, is not tho proper position for 
any vessel. No ship-in.oster who knows 
his duty would run his vessel on tho shoal 
water at tho spit, when thero exists a 
channel twenty-four miles wide, freb from 
shoals or other dangers, in whioh the tide 
is regular ebb and flow.

Till! MuRDEK AT Neah Bay. — Capt. 

Willoiighby, Tiidian agent at Neah Bay, 
W.l'. , is expected to arrive here to-day to 
tako tho necessary stops to secure the ex- 
tradition of Yecs-Ches, who was arrested 
on Sunday last at Beechy Bay on a charge 
of being implicated in the murder of an 
Indian boy in •Washington Territory. 
From the accounts of the crime published 
in the Paget Sound papers and from in- 
formation derived from private sources it 
would seem that Capt, Dolgarduo, in com- 
mand of S. Baxter & Co. 's scaling schoon- 
er Teaser, wanted to send some money 
down to tho company's trading post, bov- 
oral miles distant from Neah Bay, and in- 
trusted it to an Indian. Instead of doing 
as ho was iiircd to, and delivering tlio 
money, ho loafed around for a day or so, 
with the money in his possession, and tho 
captain fin.ally made him return tho coin. 
The next day this Indian, in company 
with a well known and trustworthy young 
man, went out to the schooner, and the 
shiftless Siwasli told tho captain that tho 
young Indian would cany the monoy to 
Jsotto and deliver it for hini. Knowing 
tho young follow to be honest. Capt. Del- 
gardno gave him §200, which ho was to 
givetoOhas. Willoughby, in charge of a 
store at Osettc. Timo passed and nothing 
was he.ard of the Indian or tho money, 
till a few days ago, when the mutilated 
reniaini of the boy were found, with his 
pockets stripped of everything. The In- 
dian who was first intrusted with tho 
money was arrested on suspicion, and 
aftcSr examination on the reservation , was 
discharged. Another Indian was arrest- 
ed, and on tho w.ay to Port Townsend, 
confessed tlic whole thing, but stated 
that the lirst fellow arrested bad done tho 
killing. It is alleged that Yeos-Ches and 
his participants in tho crime shared tho 
stolon moiioyj two of thera taking §60 
each and tho third one §80. It is prob.able 
that 'the hearing of tho application for ex- 
tradition will not bo fully gone into until 
necessary witnesses arrive from Washing- 
ton Territory.

A^Wmmqn assaidt ctme ia' w^^ the de- 
fendant was fined SIO arid costs having 
been disposed of, tho court took a brief 
recess, after which Alfred Rapcr of Na- 
naimo sur.Tendered to his bail to answer a 
charge, laid against him by A; B, Gray, 
of having 'embezzled at Nanaimo goods 
and money .amounting to upwards of 
$2,416. - 

Mr. Theo.^Davio-jandi Mr.' E. Johnson 
appeared for tho plaintiff, and Mr. Robert- 
son, Q.C., and Mr. W. Pollard for the 

defendant. 

Tho specific acts of allogodembozzleraont 
intended to bo relied on by the prosecu- 
tion were the main charge; rocoiving 
8100 for the prosecutor, in whoso employ 
tho defendant was in August, 1870, and 
neglecting to paj- it over; embezzling 
goods to the value of §3 CO on Oct. 1st, 
1879; embezzling a roam of paper valued 
at §1 37; embezzling a shot gun between 
Juno lat and 5th, 1880; receiving §5 from 
one Mrs. Christie for and on behalf of the 
plaintiff and failing to account for it. - ' 

Mr Johnson, by consent of counsel on 
tho other side, nmonded the information 
by adding a further charge that the do 
fondant did, on July 10th, 1879, embezzle 
from tho plaintiff tho sum of §33G 31. 

Mr. J. C. Bales was then sworn — Ho 
deposed that ho was a professional ac- 
countant and at. the requeat of Mr. Pol- 
lard, counsel for tlie defendant; ho had 
audited tho books of tho Albion House, 
Victoria, and tho Glasgow House, Nanai- 
mo, and that ho had mado out a statement 
of account which ho now produced and 
which showed a loss on tho year's busi- 
ness of §84 22. After giving details as to 
the amount of stock on hand, goods for- 
warded during tho year and book debts 
he estimated that if tho defendant had 
sold tho goods at tho retail prices marked 
by plaintiff tho business would havo real- 
ized a profit of 07 i)er cent. 

Considerable argument took place be- 
tween counsel as to the adinissability of 
of the sto6k shoots, inasmuch as a por- 
tion of them was not admitted by tho 
defendant. At 2:30 p.m. tho hearing of 
the case was adjourned until to-morrow 
(Thursday) at 11 a.m., when Mr. Bales 
will again bo pl.aced in the witness-box.

Regina rs. William Playfair— Tho pris- 
oner was brought before tho Court under 
a writ of huheus corpus ad sabjiciendem. 

The gaoler justified tho detention of 
the prisoner by virtue of a conviction 
against him by Mr. Pemberton, tho Police 
Magistrate, dated tho 12lh Jlay ult. for 
supplying intoxicating liquor to Indians 
and f hereundpr tho.- prisoner had boon 
sentenced to six months' imprisonment 
with hard labor. 

Mr. Theodore Davie, on behalf of tho 
prisoner, argued that tlio conviction was 
void inasmuch as it awarded only impris- 
onment, whereas thn statute under which 
the prisoner waa sentenced requir- 
ed that a convict should bo sen- 
tenced to p.ay a fine in addition 
to suflering imprisonment. Counsel con- 
tended that tho magistn-ate had power 
only to pass tho sontonco authorized by 
law. Ho could noithor incrcaso or di- 
minish it and that a judgment for too little 
was as illegal as a judgment for too much. 

His Lordship ordered tho discharge of 
the prisoner and in so doing remarked 
that ho had previously on more than one 
occasion annulled convictions on tho 
ground that magistrates had not followed 
the law. The statutes plainly pointed out 
the course to bo pursued, and if a magis- 
trate dnosmoro or less than the law justi- 
fies he had much bettor nut interfere at all.

rOR RAISINQ A MUNICIPAL nEVENUE ON REAL 
AND PERSONAL PROPERTV IN THE YEAR 
1890. — 

. "1. Bo it enacted by tho Mayor aiul 
Council of tho Corponition of tho City of 
Victoria as follows: — 

2. There shall bo raised, levied and col- 
lected in the yoir 1880 upou all roal and 
personal property mehtionod in tho as- 
sessment roll in foi'ce in the City an equal 
rate of eight-tenths of one per cent, on 
tho assessed value tlieroof as appears by 

■ tho said roll. 

3. The aforesaid taxes shall be duo and 
payable by tho person or persons liable 
4or tho same to tho Ciillector for the Liu- 
nisipal Council at his oflicc in tho City 
Council Chambers, Victoria, on tho iif- 
'.teenth day of July, in the year 1880. 

' v -Tho Victoria Eo venue Bylaw, 1879, 
ad^far OS the same relates to Ui^ imposi- 
tion of a tax or rate of eight-tenths of oho 
per cent, in tho year 18a0 upon the a.s- 
sossed valuo of tho roal and per.sonal pro- 
perty mentioned in the assoasniont roll 
for tho time being in force is liereby re- 
pealed providing always that all payments 
of thb^uaid rate for tho year 1880 already 
inadci' by any porsori or persons shall be 
deiilt with in the sanm tnannev and bo ns 
valid in all respects as if the same had 
been mado after tlie passing ot thia liy- 
law and under the provisions thereof.
